Creek Project 
Pays off Fast

The sudden and frequently heavy rains of the 


past week have brought more immediately to 
mind the importance of the City of Corsicana's 
"Operation 
Channel Improvement" for 


residents along the city's creekbeds. 


The project, under the direction of City 


Building Official Delma Ware, is designed to 
improve the effectiveness of Corsicana's creeks 
in disposing of floodwaters. In order to carry out 
the project, the City must obtain easements from 
residents who own property along the creeks to 
go onto their property and clear brush and trash 
which hamper the flow of water. 


Ware said Wednesday the project "is coming 


along better than we had anticipated." His of- 
fice, he said, has received several easements 
every day for the past two weeks from people 
who will allow the City to clear brush and trees 
from their creekside property. 


The first step in the project came with 


easements from Ernest Douglas, owner of 
Douglas Food Store, and Charlie Woods, 
property manager of Navarro Mall Shopping 
Center. With the go-ahead from" these people, a 
crew under the direction of Dick Ballenger, city ' 
public works director, cleared^he creek area 
between N. 13th St. and N. Beaton from May 27 to 
June 2. 


"They cooperated in every way possible to 


help the City," Ware said of Douglas and Woods. 
"With cooperation like that, there's no reason we 
can't clear out creeks all over town. 


With the area between Navarro Mall and 


Douglas Food Store cleared, City officials are 
now aiming for improvement of creeks in other 
areas of the city. Work has already begun on 
City-owned property through the parks, Ware 
said, but for private property the easements 
must tome from property owners. 


Ware feels public response to the project has 


been excellent. He told of one man who organized 
his entire block to clear out their creekside 
property. Not only did residents of the block 
approve the City's project, they planned to do the 
work of cleaning the creek themselves. 


Although Ware says his office is accumulating 


easements rapidly, he emphasized that "before 
we can go in and clean a creek out, we've got to 
have 100 per cent cooperation of property 
owners." He said that if a person lives on an area 
of a creek which does not frequently suffer from 
flooding, he may not be as quick to grant an 
easement than the resident of an easily flooded 
area. 


Ware added that a secondary benefit of the 


project is the beautification of the creek areas. 
The primary goal, however, is the effective 
channeling of flood waters. "It's a greater 
problem than most people in the city realize," he 
said.

Court Judge Fred Upchurch 
Wednesday was granted a 
request 
for 
a 
temporary 


injunction to prevent Corsicana 
.City 
Commissioners 
from 


removing him from office and 
appointing someone else to the 
position. 


Thirteenth 
District Judge 


James C. Sewell granted the 
temporary 
injunction 
after 


hearing testimony from wit- 
nesses and arguments from 
plaintiff and defense attorneys. 


Judge Sewell said today he 


does not know at this time how 
long the temporary injunction 
will remain in effect. 


Plaintiff's attorney Ralston 


explained that it will remain in 
effect until a higher court 
dissolves it (if the temporary 
injunction ruling is appealed), or 
until final judgment is entered 
concerning the suit. 


Ralston said the suit by Up- 


church is still pending before the 
court. The plaintiff seeks to 
obtain a permanent injunction to 
prevent the City of Corsicana 
from relieving him from his 
duties or discharging him as city 
judge. 


Ralston said usually 
the 


defense is granted tune until the 
first Monday after 20 days of 
service to file an answer. He 
added that the defense filed its 
answer Wednesday morning, and 
he plans to ask the court to set the 
case down for hearing im- 
mediately to obtain the per- 
manent injunction. 


He said that even if the defense 


should appeal the decision by 
Sewell, he believes the 13th 
District Court can go ahead and 
hear the case on its merits while 
it is pending before the appeals 
court. 


Defense 
attorney 
Don 


Pevehouse today said the tem- 
porary injunction will remain in 
effect pending final hearing and 
determination in the case. Effect 
of the order, he said, is that it will 
keep the City of Corsicana and its 
officials from holding a meeting 
for the purpose of removing Fred 


Upchurch as judge of the cor- 
poration court. 


Pevehouse said he will seek a 


final determination as quickly as 
possible, whether this deter- 
mination be by appeal or by a 
hearing on its merits. He said it is 
still the position of the City that 
legal authority exists under the 
charter of the City of Corsicana 
and the laws of the State of Texas 
to remove an appointed officer 
when deemed necessary for the 
welfare of the city. 


Sewell issued a 
temporary 


restraining order June 6 which 
prevented the City of Corsicana 
commissioners from acting on 
two agenda items during the 
commission meeting scheduled 
for 2 p.m. that day. One item was 
consideration of dismissal of 
Upchurch as municipal judge. 
The other item on the agenda 
concerned appointment of a new 
judge. The order 
by Sewell 


followed the filing of a motion by 
attorneys for Upchurch asking 
for the relief. 


The hearing on the suit against 


the city commissioners and their 
"agents, servants and employes" 
began at 10 a.m. Tuesday in the 
district courtroom. 


Ralston had alleged since the 


beginning of the hearing that the 
City of Corsicana has no legal 
right to dismiss Upchurch as 
municipal judge and that the

proposed dismissal action is an 
illegal act which brings the case 
within jurisdiction of the district 
court.

The 
court heard testimony from City 
Secretary Nelda Neal concerning 
official records involved in the 
case. 


Judge Upchurch was the only 


other witness called to the stand 
before the court adjourned at 
noon. His testimony included 
answering questions by McKie 
about his record as an attorney 
and judge. 


The 77-year-old municipal 


judge said he was admitted to the 
State Bar of Texas in 1917 and 
had practiced law in Corsicana 
from 1917 through 1931, except for 
tune during that period spent in 
the armed forces during WW I. 


Upchurch also testified that 


from 1931 to 1933 he was with the 
state attorney general's office in 
Austin and from 1933 until 1957 
was an attorney in Austin dealing 
primarily with criminal and oil 
and gas cases. He returned to 
Corsicana in 1958 and was ap- 
pointed city judge in 1967. He was 
-reappointed in 1969 and again in 
1971. 


Upchurch again 
took the 


witness stand when district court 
,reconvened at 1:30 p.m. He 
denied allegations that he had 
neglected to assess traffic of- 
fenders a fee of $2.50 court costs 
which was required by state law 
to be collected in addition to the 
amount fined. 


He testified that an act by the 


state legislature which became 
effective in August 1971 requires 
him to assess the court cost, but

Department Neal Baggett con- 
cerning the arrest of Upchurch on 
a charge of driving while in- 
toxicated. The report noted that 
Upchurch had failed to drive in a 
single-marked lane, was driving 
while intoxicated, 
and had 


refused to submit to taking a 
breathalyzer test. 


After 
plaintiff 
and defense 


attorneys rested 
their cases, 


Ralston 
began 
his 
closing 


arguments. 


"If ever I've heard of a case of 


entrapment, that was it,"he said, 
referring to the incident leading 
to the arrest of Upchurch. 


"They wanted to get the Judge 


and lace it on his back, and 
they've been trying to lace it on 
every since." He said the officers 
followed the Upchurch vehicle 
about one and one-half miles 
before making the arrest. 


Both opposing attorneys quoted 


from several law cases sup- 
porting their views and pointed 
out similarities with the case- 
before the court. 


Pevehouse argued that cases 


quoted by Ralston involved 
parties receiving relief by filing 
writs of mandamus 
and not 


seeking the "harsh" remedy of 
obtaining an injunction. He also 
argued that Upchurch is not 
entitled to the temporary in- 
junction because he has not 
shown irreparable injury and 
because he has not yet been 
dismissed. 


Ralston 
commented 
that 


although Upchurch could be 
compensated with money for 
damages he may suffer if the 
temporary injunction is denied, it 
would not be enough. 


"The Judge is fighting for his 


reputation," Ralston said, "and 
probably doesn't give a tinker's 
damn about the money in- 
volved."

Police Don Massey told members 
of the Kiwanis Club and their 
guests Monday. 


Men who are selected for the 


police force are tested by a civil 
service examination and are 
required to take courses in law 
enforcement, he said. 


These men must be between 21 


and 37 years old. 


The 
police 
department 
is 


budgeted for 32 employes, and 
persons who serve with the 
department for a year receive a 
month's vacation with pay. The 
starting salary is $488 a month, 
and after a year the salary in- 
creases to $513, plus expenses 
and longevity pay. 


Department employes who 


earn 160 hours in training receive 
a certificate, and employes who 
earn between 400 and 800 hours 
receive an intermediate cer- 
tificate. 


An advanced certificate 
is 


received when between 800 and 
1200 hours are earned. 


The police department also 


operates 
with 
19 
reserve 


policemen who have at least six 
years of experience. 


The 
reserve 
unit 
patrols 


football and basketball games 
and aids the regular policemen 
with raids. 


The Department has plans to 


convert to a 10-hour work week, 
he said. The shifts will include 
hours from 6:30 p.m.-4:30 p.m.; 
4:30 p.m.-2:30 a.m.; and an 
overlapping shift frorn 8:30 p.m.- 
6:30 a.m. 


The Department operates with 


from six to nine cars, six of them 
1972 models. 


New equipment includes a 


radio system, nine shot guns, 
"walkie talkies", three machine 
guns, a gas gun and a three 
channel communicating system 
which puts the department in 
contact 
with 
state 
offices, 


surrounding towns and 
local 


units. 


Massey pointed out that per- 


sons who cause most accidents 
are in the age bracket of 20 to 35 
— not teenagers, as most people 
think. 


Between January and May of 


this year there were 
ap- 


proximately 573 accidents, an 
increase over last year's total of 
496, he said. A total of 1202 traffic 
tickets that have been issued this 
year. 


Narcotics is a real problem in 


Navarro County, Massey said. 


Most people in the area are not 
aware of it, but this problem does 
exist and is one of the biggest 
killers of persons between the 
ages of 15 and 35. 


Twenty four persons have been 


arrested for driving while in- 
toxicated, a decrease over last 
years total of 41, he reported. 


Massey said he wants to try to 


hire a full-time narcotics officer 
for the coming year. 


Theft, he added, has decreased 


somewhat over the last year, 
with 75 cases reported this year 
and 29 cleared, compared with 
162 cases last year and 60 
cleared.
